The leaders of the railroad workers organizations, 
although it is understood generally t lint tiles ale e m p o w ­ 
ered to call a general strike in case the wage award of the 
Hinted S t a t e s Hah'or H'oard failed to meet with their ap­ 
proved. have wisely concluded to refer tin* mat tit ol at 
ceptance or rejection of the award to the men themselves 
a referendum vote. 
It is generally conceded now in the light of tacts (i1-*- 
closed and reasons announced in support tit the award by 
the Railroad Labor Board that the men were entitled to 
an increased wage. 
There wages have not kept pace 
with living costs, but the enormous total cost winch the 
award adds to the pay rthls of the already overburdened 
railroads Causes the people to be appt ehensiv c 
im tilt 
future. 
W hile the railroad men want more and may have 
been, looking to l i v i n g costs alone, entitled to more of an 
increase, vet there is vastly more than that one compart* 
son to consider. 
It is inevitable that the public must pay the increase 
and that public, to pay the increase! must have the aid of 
the railroads in commerce and trade. 
If the burden as­ 
sumed is greater than the public can carry then not only 
is the public injured but the railroad men themselves are 
denied even a portion of that increase winch they sought. 
It is after all the public whose referendum 
on 
the 
wage award might be considered in doubt. 
There should, in view of all the circumstance, be no 
doubt about the action outlie employes. 
The award is one of exceeding liberality so far as the 
public and the railroads are concerned. 
The only doubtful question is can the railroad and 
the public tote tile load.

Great Britian and France have presented an ultim­ 
atum to Soviet Russia w arning the Lenine Government 
that, if the armistice proposals are not accepted at once 
and the warfare against Poland stopped, they will assist 
the Poles with all their forces and in every possible way. 
T h a t ultimatum should be enforced to the letter and 
in the spirit which justifies its issuance. 
For nearly two years now since the world war was 
ended wjth the signing of the armistice, the people of the 
Allied nations have been waiting for the announcement of 
a definite policy regarding Russia, and the enforcement 
of some plan which will either check the attacks of Bol- 
she vik Russia againt Poland and, in fact, on every govern­ 
ment on earth or give publicity to the facts which warrant 
the welcoming of Soviet Russia into the society of nations 
either as a full member of the diplomatic circle or as a pro­ 
bationer am ong the trading nations of the world.
